The decora- 
tions havo cost many thousands of dol- 
lars, and it is stated they aro tho finest 
over produced at any league convention. 
The two principal topics under discus- 
sion around tho hotel corridors today 
were league pnlilica and thu silver ques- 
tion, (.-ieneml i'*. A. McAlpin of A'e\v 
York Bourns to have ttio strongest eup- 
iort toilay, and his friends cluiin that 
ie has a "cinch" on tlio place. 
Nearly nil of the eastern delegates 


who have thus fur arrived acorn to lavor 
General MeAlpin for the oresideney of 
tho league. Tho other rnndidatea for 
the position are Hon. O. lOvans of Ten- 
nessee, lion. S. IS. Elkins of West Vir- 
;inia, and Culonel Ismic Truiubo of 
daho. It is e tilted today thnt Ohio will 
support John Good now of Minnesota 
for the league presidency if bo will ac- 
cept the place. 


Among the visiting statesmen who at- 


tracted the moit attention during thu

action on issues that are contested. 


There are hero now leading Republi- 


cans who havo never attended league 
meetings before nnd who are here in the 
interests of MiilCinley, Iteed, Allison 
and others for President. It is realized 
that tho presidential boomluts will bo 
more numerous and moro luxuriant 
than ever next year, and for that reason 
it is argued that the meetinir of 18% 
should be held after the Republican na- 
tional convention. 


D. D. WoodraaiiBBe, president of the 


Ohio league, withdrew as a candidate 
for national president because of Mc- 
Kinley's candidacy for President, and 
now the Ohio delegation doea not know 
wnat to do.

Will Build Into Stockton. 


STOCKTON, June 18.—It is said bymen 


who should know that the owners of the 
Corral Hollow coal mines will build 
their railroad into Stockton, notwith- 
standing the report of the Commercial 
association that they could not furnish 
the terminal location wanted. The coal 
company has three sites secured lor a 
terminus on the water front, and it is 
said that one of these will be purchased 
by the corporation if the desired rights 
•of way are given. There is no trouble 
about the rights of way to the water 
front, and no difficulty is feared in 
crossing farming lands to reach this city. 
The desire of the coal mine owners to 
reach this city is particularly to be in 
a position to switch cars onto either the 
Valley or Southern Pacific road, and to 
load water craft from tho bunkers on 
the water front. These facilities for the

The work is of thu highesl 
order; tho aims are lofty; the auccesa 
shows tho wisdom of tho methods. Tho 
graduates from thu school have mitcm' 
positions of trust, and are tilling them 
with honor. 


Mr. Edwards pointed out that so fai 


as ho bad investigated, and ho had trim 
to Iind out, he waa satisfied that tho 
teachers of tho city aro, with one or two 
exceptions, iu favor of Professor Heaton 
being retained.

Their competitor will then be 
tlio foreign growers, and with a duty 
sufficient to oHset difference in cost ol 
labor and transportation they 
will 


again bo in a position to secure hvine 
prices tor their crops. 


In its issuo ol yesterday the Rtri-n- 


I.ICAN referred to the wine growers' or- 
ganization as an example ol what may 
be accomplished hy practical co-opera- 
tion. This is only one ol many sim- 
ilar associations which have succeeded 
in systematizing demoralized industries.

"cutirl rates. In this way the Alaska 
•almon fishery, which bade lair to ruin 
every one connected with it, now prom- 
ises to become a permanently lucrative 


lnTb*e Fresno raisin growers can attain 
the same result by the same methods. 
It is understood that 90 per cent of the 
growers, including those ol Kern, stand 
ready to form a syndicate, to give it con- 
trol of production, and to allow it to 
regulate the sales of the product. It is 
proposed tu reduce the volume ol the 
flrstcrop so aa to adjust it to consump- 
tion and to send the whole ot the second 
crop to the wineries. By filing lor the 
present some such price as 2 cents for 


. choice two and three-crown raisins, the 


syndicate could dely Spanish competi- 
tion and by limiting the number ol car- 
load's produced in the country to what 
the East conld take, the losses of \the 
past would be avoided, and the mort- 
gages now weighing down Fresno vme- 
vardB might be lifted. 
. 
An example ol tbe successful working 


of this co-operative method may be ob- 
served in the coal fields of Pennsylvania 
and New York. Twenty-five years ago 
to own a coal mine in those states was 
to court bankruptcy. 
There waino 


limit to production, and the price for 
the great body ol producers was dictated 
bv tbe most impecunious of the number. 
Some twenty years ago, Samuel Sloan o 
the Delaware & Lackawanna introduced 
Byttem into the businese. The quantity 
ot coal required for consumption was 
accurately gauged, and production was 
limited to that. Competition was kept 
alive by miners who were not members 
ol the combine; but tbo latter took care 
to fix prices at such a figure that there 
was little profit in runnfag opposition to 
n* 


The raisin growers have tried to eo 


operate with others and have sadly 
failed. Is it not about time that the 
try co-operation with themselves? Xh 
experience ol others certainly points i 
that direction, and the way is open t 
them in the movement which has been 
aet on foot by the co-operative packing 
companies.
